Probably 0 per 
cent of this year’s bagging was in the bands of 
the retail dealers and the other @# per cent in the 
hands of the manufacturers. 


If the duty on cotton bagging and jute was 
left unchangea, the witness thought that the 
trust would go out of existence, and if those 
articles were admitted free, the firms wouid 
run a corner every other year. The needs of 
the planter were absolute and imperative, 


and he must have the bagging, no matter 


what it cost. During the last three or four 
years there was little cotton bagging import- 
ed, the domestic suppiy being eq to the 
demand.
